Book Report 


Some years ago (1947), | read a book 
— “Shots Fired in Anger’ by a Lt. Col. 
John George. It was a first hand account 
of a doughboy at Guadalcanal. Well, to 
make a long story short, | became ac- 
quainted with Col. George through 
meetings at NRA headquarters. He had 
been and still is a big bore shooter of note. 
A nice guy — quiet, reserved and very 
much a gentleman. 

A couple of weeks ago, | received a 
copy of a new book, same title, with an 
added section about the famous group of 
fighters called Merrill’s Marauders — 
volunteers, all of whom were experienced 
servicemen, who marched into Burma 
and harrassed the Japs from the rear. 

The story pays tribute to the impor- 
tance of competitive rifle shooting at 
Camp Perry and how valuable the training 
was to this soldier. 

There is some humor even though it is 
a very serious work. 

This rifleman describes our (U.S.) 
equipment and that available to the Japs. 
He makes comparisons that are not al- 
ways favorable to our equipment de- 
signers. He bases his comparisons on the 
difference between experienced combat 
veterans and headquarter types when 
weapons and other equipment are de- 
signed. 

His writing to me simply confirms the 
Arthur D. Little Report that says a soldier 
trained in use of his weapons is much 
more apt to survive in fire fights. 

The book is one that could and I’m sure 
will be quoted in Congressional hearings 
when the D.C.M. program is the subject 
of discussion. It supports the mind and 
feeling of the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice. | know be- 
cause I’m a member. 

The book is available from N.R.A. It is 
interesting, well written, educational, and 
one of value. It should be in any rifleman’s 
library. I'd suggest you get yourself a 
copy, especially if you are a parent. Wars 
will still be waged by the doughboy, and 
training and knowledge of weapons will 
always be important and advantageous 
to those doing the fighting.

After just having re-read Rick 
Hornbeck’s article, ‘‘Decision Time,” | 
feel the urge to make a few comments: 

Before becoming a ‘‘Bench Rest Nut”’ 
| was a very serious ‘‘Woodchuck Nut” 
and hunter of small game and deer. 

My good wife, Marge, will verify, 
without even being asked, my scorn for 
anyone foolish enough to drive a hundred 
miles to shoot holes in a piece of paper. 
(| wish all B.R. matches were that close!) 

My chuck rifles consisted of .222 Rem., 
.243 Win., .257 Robt’s., 6 M/M Inter- 
national, .270 Win. & 6.5-06 and last, a 
.270 case shortened to 8 x 57 length. 
Chamber was cut with Std. .270 Win. 
reamer held back, using 8 x 57 gauges. 

While all of this was going on, farmers 
were finding out that corn produced more 
fodder per acre than alfalfa and clover. 
You don’t see many chucks in a stand of 
corn up to 12’ high or better. 

It was about this time that | met the late 
John Dewey of Clinton Corners, N.Y., 
who kept coaxing me to attend his Winter 
Matches at Millerton, N.Y. For a while | 
responded with derogatory remarks di- 
rected at people who wasted their time 
shooting holes in paper, but finally due to 
John’s persistence and pressure of 
friends, also lured into the game by John, 
| attended my first Bench Rest Match at 
Millerton. | didn’t shoot very well, but | 
wasn’t last either. This is a great en- 
couragement for anyone who tries any- 
thing for the first time. 

To say | was amazed by the equipment 
being used and the loading techniques is 
putting it mildly! Just walking on the same 
ground with such famous people as 
Myles Hollister, Cam Vaughan, Dave 
Brennan, Bill Purcell, Crawf. Hollidge and 
Warren Page was real close to Cloud #9. 
Well, | still feel that way at times. It is due 
to the encouragement of these guys and 
many more that !’m still a ‘‘Bench Rest 
Nut.’’ People were still doing a lot of exper- 
imenting at this tme. At each match it 
was rare that someone would not show 
up with a new case or stock design, or a 
new reloading gadget. 

| believe | shot my short .270 case in 
the Hunter Class here. | was pretty green 
and didn’t win any matches with it, but a 
favorable comment from John Dewey 
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like, ‘‘l didn’t know a .270 would shoot 
that well,’’ kept me interested. 

Well, everyone kept on experimentng 
and things kept getting better. Groups 
and aggs. getting smaller, till along came 
the P.P.C., and then they really got 
smaller, and are still getting smaller. 
There were many records broken this 
year and as far as | know, all with the 6 
P.P.C. Joe Vinci recently shot a 100-Yd. 
Agg. of .136” — too bad it wasn’t a 
registered match! 

| talked to Jerry Hart a few days ago 
and he remarked that ‘‘we will soon see 
an Agg. in the zeros”. This could happen 
with just the right conditions and a very 
cool shooter, with a ‘‘hot’’ gun. 

So, all this is great. We’ve come a long 
way, but how much farther can we go 
with the P.P.C.? Of course, the aim of 
Bench Rest is a .000” group, but when 
this happens, where do we go? 

| think | agree with Rick in that changing 
rifle weights will not amount to much. The 
.25 and up seems like the best idea but 
will require some promotion effort; i-.e., 
special awards as were presented for 
anyone shooting a 6 M/M a few years 
ago. Wasn’t that the Warren Page 
Trophy? Without it, it is possible that the 
6 M/M wouldn’t have gotten off the 
ground. 

There are many possible cases to 
consider for a .25. How about a .25 
P.P.C.? Or a shortened version of the 
250-3000? The .225 Win. & .220 Swift 
cases also offer possibilities. Or if you 
don’t like that, a .264 or a 7 M/M bullet 
in one of the same cases. How about a 
.25 HLS or 7 M/M HLS? There is no 
reason why a.25, .264 or .284 bullet can’t 
be just as accurate as a 6 M/M. 

We would probably have to consider 
factory bullets till someone got the nerve 
to make bullet dies. Then we would have 
to talk someone into buying a set and 
making some real good bullets. Are you 
listening, Allie or Myles? | hear Allie and 
Myles saying, ‘‘Where In ‘H’ are we going 
to get good jackets?’’. 

It would be a long row to hoe (that’s a 
farmer's expression), but a long row 
never stopped a good farmer, and it 
would be interesting.

THE STOLLE ACTION 


A search of my match records shows 
that | encountered the Stolles (Ralph 
and Eldon, to be exact) for the first time 
at the June, 1969 match at Johnstown, 
New York. | had my first bench rest rifle, 
a 222-1/2 heavy varmint built for me by 
Ted Boughton, and with this trusty dra- 
gonslayer, | showed up at Johnstown, 
the ancestoral home of bench rest 
shooting (hallowed ground, and all that 
sort of stuff), to compete in the heavy 
varmint class, and watch the 
unrestricted class settle their little 
differences. 

| wandered over to see my Connecti- 
cut friend, John Kohler, who was busily 
cleaning a gun with a stock so big that 
an entire forest must have given up its 
life so that the stock might have come 
into existence. ‘‘John, I’m looking for- 
ward to you winning this thing.” 

“That’s nice. But don’t bet money on 
it, though.” 

“Why not?” 

“Because the Stolles are here, that’s 
why.” 

Thus rebuffed, | next strolled over to 
where Ted Boughton was set up, who 
was alternately loading, untangling the 
family poodle, and trying to keep a pipe 
lit, and succeeding in none of them. 
“Ted, | wish you the best of luck; hope 
you win it.” 

“If you really want me to win this, go 
find where the Stolles are loading, and 
bend their scopes, or put dirt in their 
powder measure.”’

When the weekend’s powder smoke 
had cleared, the winner was one Eldon 
Stolle sure enough, but the fates were 
unkind to Ralph that time, and he was 
destined to be fifth. (John Kohler was 
second, so much for pre-match pessim- 
ism). 

| can remember looking at their two ri- 
fles, as they sat side by side on their 
loading table, massive and beautiful, 
dark wood stocks, and each built around 
a Stolle unlimited class action, the 
Grizzley model ..... items of such 
desirability that any man in his right 
mind would have offered to trade bushel 
baskets of money for either. Alas, they 
were not for sale. 

After an absence of many years from 
shooting, on my return to bench rest in 
1980, one of the things that | wanted first 
was a Stolle varmint class action, the 
Panda model. 

There had been an excellent write-up 
of the Stolle actions in the December, 
1976 issue of The American Rifleman 
magazine, with two of the actions 
featured on the cover yet. The article, by 
Stuart Otteson and John Eaton was well 
written as are virtually all the Otteson 
works, and gave the reader a good in- 
sight into not only the actions, but their 
creator, Ralph Stolle, a master machinist 
and perfectionist. 

Then, along came issue number 67 of 
The Rifle magazine (January-February, 
1980 issue), with another write-up on the 
Stolle Panda action by the same Stuart

Otteson. The article started off with the 
sentence, ‘‘Ralph Stolle retired from the 
printing business in 1978, and moved 
out to the mountains of West Virginia to 
devote full time to making bench rest ac- 
tions.”” Well now, that was simple and 
straight-forward enough, and it would 
lead one of nominal intelligence to 
presume that one with the requisite 
amount of greenbacks should be able to 
purchase a Stolle Panda action, right? 

Sat down at the desk, and dashed off 
an inquiry to Bear Hollow Products, in 
Elizabeth, West Virginia. A nice, proper 
business inquiry, ‘‘Dear Sir... .. Saw 
the excellent write-up on your product 
Se eas quite interested insame..... 
do you have any product brochures 
S Bohs if not, can you confirm an exact 
price and estimated delivery date.’’ Off 
went the letter, with a stamped, return 
envelope. A month passed, nothing. Sat 
down again, wrote a duplicate of my 
earlier letter, again with a stamped 
return envelope, and sent that off. Again, 
nothing. 

Finally, after a bit of soul-searching 
and talking to myself, sat down and 
picked up the phone this time, and 
called a friend in the NBRSA world (who 
will be nameless here). 

“Can you help me? I’m having a little 
problem with Ralph Stolle.” 

“Really? What’s he doing to you?” 

“Nothing. That’s exactly the problem. | 
want to buy a Panda action. Since he’s 
in business making the darn things, I’ve 
been laboring under the childishly 
mistaken presumption that he was mak- 
ing the darn things for sale.” 

“As | understand things, he’s such a 
perfectionist that production per se is 
darn small, and you literally have to 
know the right party to get one.” 

“Well, in that case, I’m going to start 
looking for the right party. Do you have 
any ‘ins’ with Ralph?”’ 

“Nope, | don’t. Do you know so-and- 
so?” 

“Yes, | know him pretty well. Does he 
have the ‘in’ | need?” 

“Nope, but he’s a friend of such-and- 
such. Do you know such-and-such?”’ 

“No, I’m afraid that | don’t know such- 
and-such to talk to.”’ 

“Well, such-and-such is a friend of 
Ralph. So, what you are going to have to 
do is contact your friend so-and-so, and 
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ask him to speak to such-and-such, and 
hope that such-and-such will put in a 
good word for you.” 

“Wait a minute, I’m not applying to be 
an ambassador to England. This whole 
scenario sounds like an Inspector 
Clousseau farce. .... next you'll be 
telling me that | have to wear a trench 
coat and show up with the Pink Panther. 
| just want to buy a rifle action, that’s 
all.” 

“Stop shouting at me. I’m just doing 
my best to answer your question 
truthfully.” 

Being one of limited intelligence and 
short attention span, | wandered away in 
search of new prophets. In 1980, | heard 
various pieces of information that circul- 
ate in bench rest circles ..... that 
Ralph had a heart-attack before the 
Super Shoot at George Kelbly’s range in 
Ohio, that he was recovering all right, 
and then in the spring of 1981, | heard a 
rumor that he and George Kelbly had 
formed a partnership for the making of 
Stolle actions (both the varmint weight 
Panda and the heavy gun Polar model), 
at George’s North Lawrence, Ohio ad- 
dress. | was able to talk to George at the 
Precision Shooting board of directors 
meeting this spring, and satisfied myself 
not only of the correctness of what | 
heard, but also of the fact that Panda ac- 
tions were indeed available for sale to 
the public, within a very reasonable time 
frame for delivery. 

| won't go into a full technical descrip- 
tion of the two actions here. If you will 
send a stamped, self-addressed en- 
velope to Kelbly’s, Inc., 7222 Dalton Fox 
Lake Road, North Lawrence, Ohio 
44666, they will be pleased to send you 
an excellent brochure and current price 
list. 

The varmint model, the Panda, has 
been priced at $450 (without trigger) for 
the entire year of 1981, but | understand 
that there is tentatively scheduled a $50 
price increase for January 1, 1982. For 
the base price, either a right-handed or 
left-handed version is available, with 
bolt face sizes for .222, PPC or .308. For 
the same base price, one may, if desired, 
order a right-hand bolt with left-hand 
loading port, or a left-hand bolt with a 
right-hand loading port. Either right- 
handed or left-handed model may be or- 
dered with a double loading port for $20 
additional. 

The larger Polar model has essentially 
the same options available, at a $50 
higher price level. 

One may order an extra bolt for the 
Panda, at a $150 price, or $130 for the 
Polar. Before you ask, the Panda bolt is 
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fluted, the Polar bolt is not, hence the 
price differential. 

Kelbly’s Inc. stocks Hart and Atkinson 
blanks for varmint rifles, and Hart blanks 
for the Polar action. Around 30 blanks 
are in stock at virtually all times. Shilen 
two ounce triggers are also stocked, and 
a fiberglass thumbhole varmint stock as 
well as a classic pattern varmint stock 
made of polyester are stocked for the 
Panda model, while the Polar model has 
stock blanks of both laminated cherry 
and fiberglass shown in the catalog. For 
those who wish, they can turn out a com- 
pletely finished rifle. 

Questions posed to George Kelbly for 
this article were answered thus: 


QUESTION: George, what options, if 
any, are available that are 
not shown in your catalog? 


First of all, while the Stolle 
action is historically a flat 
bottomed action, we will 
make it cylindrical for 
customers who want it this 
way. We will make it with- 
out the integral full-length 
dovetail rib on top, if 
desired. Finally, if the 
customer is going to use a 
fiberglass stock other than 
one of ours, which are 
especially set up for the 
Panda, we will taper the 
back tang, bringing it in on 
both sides and sloping it. 


ANSWER: 


QUESTION: How long a waiting period 
for a Stolle action these 
days? 


ANSWER: Two weeks to two months, 
but more often than not, 
two weeks is available. 
Complete rifles are a two or 


three month proposition. 


QUESTION: Any special lubrication 
recommended? 


ANSWER: No special from any other 
actions. | myself use STP or 
Lubriplate, which is a trade 
name item lubricant that 
comes in tubes..... a 
lot of lawn mower shops 


carry it around here. 


QUESTION: What are your thoughts on 
using them in installations? 


ANSWER: _| strongly favor the glue-in 
method. Fiberglass stocks 
are a big improvement over 
wood, but they are still 
moving a bit. If you don’t 
glue in, you should re-bed 


once a year. Many 


fiberglass stocks will start 
post-curing at 140 degrees. 
Leave them in direct sun, or 
in a hot car, on a hot 
enough day, and you just 
might be surprised at what 
“inert” fiberglass will do! 


The actions are largely aluminum, with 
steel inserts at critical points. The Panda 
model is eight and a half inches long, 
and weighs 31.4 ounces. The Polar 
model is 14.875 inches long, and weighs 
66 ounces. 

The combination of Ralph Stolle and 
George Kelbly appears to be an ex- 
cellent one for bench rest shooters. The 
desirable Stolle action is now available. 
Although it does take a lot of the fun out 
of sitting down in one’s easy chair at 
home some evening, and pondering, 
“Who do | know that knows someone 
Ss say tinal that knows someone ..... 
that knows Ralph Stolle?’ While wear- 
ing your Secret Squirrel trench coat, of 
course! 

“Let’s see. .... Larry Engelbrecht 
is (at that time) NBRSA president. | 
wonder if he knows Ralph Stolle? Rick 
Hornbeck knows him, but he might be 
mad at me because | keep calling the big 
guns ‘‘the unlimited class” in my writing. 
Seely Masker knows Rick, but he might 
be mad at me because of all the harrass- 
ment | give him over his using Norma 
powder. Maybe | ought to call Doc, ask 
him to call Seely for me, then Seely will 
(hopefully) call Rick, Rick will 
(hopefully) call Larry Engelbrecht, who 
(maybe) knows Ralph Stolle. If he 
doesn’t, who can | ask next?” 

Those were the days!

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THE WICHITA CUSTOM ACTION 


We have, in previous articles, dealt 
with the Hart, Shilen, Hall, and Stolle ac- 
tions. With the Wichita being discussed 
here, it would appear that we have now 
covered the five actions of today that are 
in bona-fide production. 

Few would dispute the statement that 
it’s getting to be just a tad expensive to 
build a new bench rest rifle. Trying to get 
some sort of perspective on the econom- 
ics of a new rifle a few days ago, and 
pondering the eternal question of 
sleeved Remington versus custom ac- 
tion, | put a call through to Fred Sinclair, 
and asked him how much it would cost 
for a sleeved XP-100 action these days. 
Listened to Fred mumble his way 
through the calculation ‘“‘Lessee, new 
XP-100 action, extractor alterations, bolt 
handle alterations, cost of sleeve, labor

milena hmm ..... $385 to be exact.” To 
that, add the cost of barrel blank, cham- 
bering, trigger, stock blank, and bed- 
ding and painting said blank, and you 
have just shot $900 all to blazes and 
back. 

As this is written, at the end of Novem- 
ber, the cost of the Wichita No. 1375 ac- 
tion stands at $325, which makes it the 
least expensive of the custom action, by 
a decent-sized margin, and $60 cheaper 
than a sleeved XP-100, which would in- 
dicate that we ought to take a closer 
look at this little rascal if we are trying to 
assemble a heavy varmint class rifle 
without holding up the bank two blocks 
over from your house. 

If you will drop a line to Wichita 
Engineering & Supply, Inc., P.O. Box 
11371, Wichita, Kansas 67211, and re-

quest their literature, you will shortly 
thereafter receive ‘“‘the scoop” on both 
the model No. 1375 and the mini-action. 
The model No. 1375 is available in four 
different models. The basic model, right 
hand bolt and right hand loading port, 
sells for $325 currently. If you’re going to 
try and beat Alan Hall at getting five 
shots off FAST, then you may want to 
consider the right hand bolt with left 
hand loading port at $425. If you are a 
left-hander, the left hand bolt, left hand 
port model costs $375, and left hand 
bolt, right hand port costs $425. 
Manufacturer specifications furnished 
relate that the model 1375 has an action 
body 1.375 inch diameter, and is 8.5 in- 
ches long. The bolt has three locking 
lugs, and a 60 degree lift to the bolt. An 
aluminum bolt shroud is standard, and 
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so equipped the action weighs 2 pounds 
and 10 ounces (42 ounces, if you prefer). 
The barrel thread area is one inch deep, 
which is more than most, and should 
enable one to hang a decent-sized bar- 
rel on the end. 

How does that weight stack up in com- 
parison to other custom actions? Well, 
using manufacturers figures, the Hall 
varmint model goes 31 ounces, the 
Shilen DGA goes 48 ounces (although 
that’s with a steel floorplate), the 
cylindrical Shilen BP goes 36 ounces 
(again with floorplate/trigger guard), the 
Stolle Panda is 32 ounces (with trigger 
guard), the Hart No. 1 action goes 41 
ounces, and the Hart 2A actions tips the 
scales at 50 ounces. This puts the 42 
ounce Wichita pretty much in the middle 
of the weight category. 

You say you want your action to have 
a decent diameter, for stiffness? Well, 
the Wichita has a 1.375 inch diameter 
(now you know where the model got its 
numerical designation), and that com- 
pares with 1.36 for the Hall, the Shilen 
BP is 1.30, the Hart No. 1 is 1.40, and the 
Hart 2A is 1.50. The Shilen DGA and the 
Stolle Panda are not cylindrical, and 
you’ve got to have two numbers for the 
Panda, since it’s not perfectly square 
aii The Stolle is 1.500 x 1.725, and the 
DGA is more nearly square, about 1.335 
according to Stuart Otteson. 

The Wichita Mini-Action is the 
bargain-basement of the bench rest 
world. The receiver is 1.375 diameter, 
and five and a half inches long. The bolt, 
with three locking lugs has a shell 
holder bolt face, and you get the whole 
kit and kaboodle for $225 at the present 
time. You won’t see too many of these on 
the firing line these days, because 
“useful bedding surface” is a currently 
popular theory, and folks in my acquain- 
tance with the mini-action have been 
going to either a full or a partial sleeve 
with them. 

When recently contacted by the 
author, the Wichita response was 
relatively brief, and didn’t give a wealth 
of new information. They have sold over 
400 actions to date, current delivery is 
one to four weeks, and they relate that, 
“At the present time, the U.S., Sweden, 
and Norway Olympic rifle teams shoot ri- 
fles on our actions.”’ 

During the summer of 1981, both Gary 
O’Cock and Seely Masker managed to 
find their way into the winners circle a 
few times while shooting Wichita ac- 
tions, and | do believe that Ferris Pindell 
has used them for several years now, 
which sort of indicates that you won’t be 
on virgin ground if you decide to use 
that product for your next rifle.

PRIMERS SHOULD BE SEATED A UNIFORM DISTANCE BELOW THE HEAD OF THE CASE FOR: (1) UNIFORMITY 
OF PERFORMANCE; (2) UNIFORMITY OF FIRING PIN TRAVEL, AND (3) SAFETY. ANY DEPARTURE FROM THIS 
SYSTEM WILL INTRODUCE VARIABLES IN ALL THREE OF THESE CATEGORIES, AND VARIABLES ARE EVILS THE 


RIFLEMAN CAN DO WITHOUT. 


Primer mixtures are compacted in the primer cups 
in a wetted condition to make them inert to avoid explo- 
sions during the manufacturing process. The wetting 
also helps the mixture to take the shape of the cup. The 
anvils are then inserted with their legs protruding from 
the mouth of the cup. The mixture then dries to a hard, 
brittle pellet. The sensitivity of primers is carefully 
measured and controlled during the entire process. 
They must not be so sensitive that they will be unstable 
during packaging and shipment. At this stage primers 
are not uniformly sensitive enough for good perform- 
ance. To obtain maximum sensitivity the anvils must be 
forced deeper into the primer mix and that is the reason 
the anvils are left protruding from the mouth of the 
primer cup. When pressure is applied to the primer 
punch, the anvils contact the bottom of the primer well 
and more pressure forces the anvil deeper into the 
primer mixture, thereby increasing its sensitivity. 

(1) SINCE PRIMERS RECEIVE THEIR 
MAXIMUM SENSITIVITY BY COMPRESSION AT 
TIME OF SEATING, THERE WOULD BE VARYING 
DEGREES OF SENSITIVITY RESULTING FROM 
VARYING PRESSURES APPLIED. “I seat by feel” is 
the slogan of the majority of reloaders. This is nota very 
scientific method of applying uniform pressure between 
the anvil and the primer mix. It works very well for the 
bench rest shooter who uses only ten individual cases to 
fire an entire tournament and can call each case by its 
first name. He has selected one lot of primers and the 
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friction between the anvil legs and the inside of the 
primer well are quite uniform. But there is another 
overlooked variable in the friction between the anvil 
legs and the inside of the primer cup to be added to the 
force required to compress the anvil into the mix. 

To add to the confusion of variables, there are 
available eight different manufacturers of primers, five 
manufacturers of cases, and some primer numbers are 
regular plus bench rest. Although the industry holds 
tolerances to a minimum, some primers are inserted 
easily while others require the full mechanical advan- 
tage of a heavy loading press. As a result the “by feel” 
method will cause some primer pellets to be shattered 
while others will be protruding from the case. 

Earl Narramore, perhaps our greatest authority on 
the subject of reloading, constantly warns us through- 
out his text of the danger of crushing primer pellets by 
using too much force. Erratic performance could result 
from this practice. Julian Hatcher warns that a primer, 
if seated too deeply in the pocket, could cause a misfire. 
If seated .004 high above the case head there could also 
be a misfire, for the legs of the anvil do not touch the 
bottom, the primer has not been sensitized, the firing 
pin has not yet attained its full energy, and most of this 
energy would be used in moving the entire primer 
forward. Anvils not seated on the bottom of the well 
require two or three times as much force to fire. 

(2) Variable seating depths, resulting in variable 
sensitivities, can also vary the forces of the firing pin. 
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Assume an extreme case where excessive pressure has 
seated a primer .008 below the case head and there is a 
head space of .007 from resizing. Measured firing pins 
from Remington and Winchester are .075 in diameter 
and protrude from the bolt face .045. This makes the 
radius of their spherical ends .0375. In this case 
indentation of the striker would not even cover its 
spherical end, and a good portion of its energy would be 
lost. This variable can be eliminated by uniform seating 
depth. 

(3) SAFETY. Seating primers with crowns above 
the case head is dangerous. When demonstrating 
loading tools I have had several reloaders tell me about 
exploding cartridges when closing the bolt on a high 
primer. This could easily happen when the breech block 
of an automatic slams down ona high primer and with 


disastrous results. All primers are sensitive to shock. 

Lyle Kilbourne, in PRECISION SHOOTING of 
10/67, reported a primer exploding when seating a 
bullet in a straight line tool. No base cup was used, the 
primed case, charged with powder was set on a flat piece 
of steel. When the bullet was seated the cartridge 
exploded, driving the steel supporting plate through the 
table, and the seater plunger struck him over the eye. 
Fortunately there was no permanent injury. A high 
primer caused this accident. 

ALL THESE VARIABLES CAN BE ELIMINATED 
BY SEATING PRIMERS WITH A STOP AGAINST 
THE CARTRIDGE AND AT A UNIFORM DEPTH 
BELOW THE HEAD OF THE CASE. 

To assure myself, I sent a questionaire to three of 
our ammunition manufacturers. Their replies were

The reader should find the accompanying data of 
interest. It should be used as a comparison chart. For 
instance, some anvils protrude further from their cups 
than others and must move further back into the cup to 
attain proper sensitivity. An example would be the “C” 
averages for the Western .38 Special. The anvil moving 
twice as far as some others doesnot mean the mix is over 
compressed. 


Bonanza Co-Ax 
Priming System 


The opportunity for errors in priming has been 
DESIGNED OUT of the BONANZA CO-AX SYSTEM. 
Long, polished guide rods carry the moving parts in a 
straight line. The plane of the shell holder is always at 
right angles to the axis of the primer punch. Concentri- 
city of the shell holder and the primer punch are 
assured, since the bracket, securing the shell holder, is 
adjustable over the primer punch. Because of the perfect 
alignment it is possible to reduce the tolerance between 
the shell holder and primer punch to a minimum, 
thereby eliminating the drifting of the primer punch in 
the shell holder. The crowns of the primer will be 
parallel with the head of the case, and the feet of the 
anvil will rest uniformly on the bottom of the primer 
well. Primers will not catch and flip out or turn sideways 
when seating. It is not necessary to seat a primer the 
second time after rotating it 180° to keep it parallel with 
the head of the case. 
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If the reloader, who “seats primers by feel” so that 
anvils are on the bottom of the well, will examine the 
data, it will show that the average primer height is 
greater than the average primer well depth, AND IF 
SEATED A UNIFORM DISTANCE BELOW THE 
CASE HEAD, THE ANVILS WILL BE ON THE 
BOTTOM OF THE WELL. THE MIXTURE WILL BE 
UNDER STRESS FOR BEST SENSITIVITY AND 
SAFETY IS IMPROVED BY ELIMINATING THE 
HIGH PRIMER. 

In the charts on the preceding page, A=depth of primer 
wells, B=height of new primers measured from crown to 
bottom of anvils, C=seating depth of primers below the 
head of the case in factory loaded ammunition. 
AVG.=the average of A, B, and C, using ten different 
cases and cartridges. AVG. COMPRESSION=B-A+C 
and represents the average amount the anvils are 
pressed into the primer pellets upon seating. All 
components and cartridges are new. To change inches 
(in) to millimeters (mm), multiply inches by 25.4. 


Dimension A is greater than dimension B by .004 
for large rifle primers. When pressure is applied to 
loading press handle, the top of primer cup stops 
against the cartridge head. The bottom of the cup stops 
on the shoulder of the post. The post, being .004 longer 
than the cup, seats the primer .004 deep regardless of the 
variation of rim thickness or amount of pressure 
applied. Enough pressure can be applied to pull the rims 


off the case, but the primer depth would still be .004 
below the case head. No primer pellets will be fractured. 
Anvils will rest on the bottom of the primer well, and the 
anvils will be pressed into the primer mix for best sensi- 
tivity. Uniformity of seating depth is assured even 
though heavy pressures are applied to the handle. All 
primers should be seated with slow pressure. 

In order to perfect such a system of priming, it was 
necessary for Bonanza engineers to depart from 
standard paper thin primer cups and increase the wall 
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thickness to the point where it would support an 
operator’s excessive pressure without collapsing or 
damaging the cartridge case. No stampings or punch 
parts are used. The bases, cups, and punches are all 
machined from the solid on precision machines where 
parallelism and perpendicularity are easily 
maintained. It was also necessary to re-design the shell 
holder to accommodate the new punches when priming. 
This system of priming is unique to the BONANZA CO- 
AX PRESS and the BONANZA MODEL 68 PRESS. 


The six cartridge cases above were primed on the 
CO-AX PRESS. Each primer is .004 in. below the head of 
the case. Primers are flat and unmarked. These cases 
were then loaded and fired. They were then de-primed. 


The heads of these cases were then photographed. 
You will note that primer deposits cover the bottoms of 
the primer wells except where the three feet of the anvils 
contact the bottom of the primer wells. This is further 
proof that primers seated .004 below the case head will 
have their anvils on the bottom of the primer wells. To 


show this photographically, it was necessary to use 
chrome plated cases for the test. 


If uniform headspace is maintained in the rifle 
chamber, the rifleman can expect uniform performance 
from primers when using the BONANZA CO-AX 
SYSTEM. 


Sophisticated instruments are not necessary when 
checking for high primers. A steel rule may be drawn 
across the head of the primed case, or the case may be 
set on a flat surface and tilted. If it rocks like a humpty 
dumpty, it is too high.

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Ten Records 


1981 was a different year for NBRSA 
records. 

Usually, most of the record-breaking 
activities occur in the Sporter and Light 
Varmint classes, while the Unlimited 
Class remains fairly stable from year to 
year. 

But last year there were five records 
broken in the Unlimited Class with two of 
them being bettered twice during the 
season. Sporter Class had two new 
marks, one of them twice. Heavy Varmint 
had only one new record, while the Light 
Varmint Class was shut out for the 
second straight year. There were a pair 
of new marks in the Hunter Class, two out 
of the three possibles. 

Art Freund of St. Louis, Missouri, and 
one of the finest Unlimited shooters 
around, led the pack with three new 
NBRSA records. Wayne Corley of St. 
Charles, Missouri, set two new records in 
the Hunter Class. 

Records are made to be broken but 
Perry Morton would have liked to have 
held his for a while at least. His 200-yard, 
five-shot group in the Sporter Class 
lasted exactly 20 days. Ed Watson was 
a record holder for 44 days and Gene 
Harwood had his last for almost two 
months. 

Freund launched his assault on the 
record books on July 10 in a 200/300 yard 
five-shot Unlimited match at St. Louis 
Benchrest Rifle Club. He fired a very 
respectable .2872 in the 200-yard com- 


petition and finished in fourth place with ° 


his son, Robert winning the aggregate 
and nearly setting a new NBRSA record. 

In the 300-yard five-shot competition 
Art fired a .2251 and bettered the pre- 
vious record set last year by Bill Crosby 
by .0858. It is the lowest five-shot 
300-yard record in NBRSA and also 
under the five-shot 200-yard Unlimited 
record. 

In breaking the 300-yard aggregate 
record, Art set another — this the 
300-yard, five-shot Unlimited group a 
.373. That also bettered a 1980 record. 

Art figured he had a fair chance of

bettering the five-shot, 200/300 yard 
Grand in the Unlimited. He did with plenty 
to spare. His .2578 was .1061 better than 
the previous mark, set in 1965 by Paul 
Gottschall. At the time he didn’t know 
that his margin was closer than that. 

Gene Harwood, St. Helens, Oregon, 
broke the five-shot, 200/300 yard record 
on May 17, nearly two months before 
Freund again broke the mark. Gene had 
an excellent .3172. He set his record at 
Puget Sound Benchrest Rifle Club. 

Art fired his own wood stock .222x35 
McMillan barrel with his own action and 
a Lyman 25X scope. He loaded 25.7 
grains of H-335 with his own bullets, 
Remington brass and Federal 205 
primers. 

Harwood used a 6PPC Hart barrel with 
a Weber action and Leupold 36X scope, 
along with 31.3 grains of 748. 

Three other shooters bettered the 
previous five shot, 200/300 yard record. 
They were Bob Freund, Ron Hoehn and 
Wilbert Deeker, shooting in the same 
match as Art. Bob Freund and Hoehn also 
broke the five shot, 300-yard record. 

Another Unlimited record was fired by 
L.E. Wilson, a veteran shooter from 
Cashmere, Washington.

Watson, Greenville, S.C., broke the same 
record, firing a .1681. He shot the record 
at the Greenville Range.

Don fired a 
22PPC Hart barrel with a Remington 700 
action and Lyman-Siebert 36X scope, 
along wth 25 grains of 4198 and Berger 
52-grain bullets. 

Larry Kuse, Overland Park, Kansas, 
set the lone Heavy Varmint record, a 
.1953 200-yard aggregate. He bettered 
the mark of .1958 set by fellow Kansas 
City shooter Marvin Whiles in 1979, Larry 
set his record at the John Zink range in 
Skiatook, Oklahoma in a match spon- 
sored by the Tulsa Bench Rest Rifle Club. 
Kuse started off the 200-yard competi- 
tion with a 5 and followed with a 4, a pair 
of 3’s and finishing off with a 2 in his 
record breaker.

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Nitrobenzene and Barrel Fouling 


by Jim Borden 


The writer previously reported finding 
that Penguin Industries had removed 
Nitrobenzene from Hoppe’s #9 at the 
beginning of 1981. There has been a 
considerable amount of conjecture on 
whether or not the absence of Nitro- 
benzene makes a difference. From a pure 
theoretical standpoint, the absence of 
Nitrobenzene is felt to make a difference 
in the rate of brass fouling removal. 
Ammonia and Nitrobenzene were the two 
primary ingredients in Hoppe’s #9 that 
corroded the brass in our barrels. The 
ammonia causes corrosion and the Ni- 
trobenzene causes stress corrosion 
cracking of the brass which theoretically 
increases the rate of corrosion of the 
copper. It should be noted here that pure 
copper is not susceptible to stress cor- 
rosion cracking. The susceptibility of 
brass to stress corrosion cracking in- 
creases with increasing amounts of zinc. 

| decided to conduct a small scale test 
of my own to determine if | could detect 
a difference in the corrosion rate of 
Hoppe’s #9 without Nitrobenzene versus 
Hoppe’s #9 with Nitrobenzene. | secured 
some 2 ounce baby bottles with tight lids 
so that | could perform the test under 
controlled conditions. The tight lids 
prevent excessive evaporation of the 
Hoppe’s #9. Then six bullets from the 
same lot were selected at the same 
weight. Three bullets were placed in a 
bottle containing two ounces of Hoppe’s 
#9 with Nitrobenzene. The other three 
bullets were placed in a bottle of Hoppe’s 
#9 without Nitrobenzene. 

The samples were placed on a shelf 
over my workbench. The samples were 
dried and weighed five times over a 
period of 13% weeks. The bullets in the 
Hoppe’s #9 without Nitrobenzene 
showed approximately the same weight 
loss as the bullets in the Hoppe’s #9 with 
Nitrobenzene for the first six weeks. After 
six weeks the weight loss rate for the 
bullets in the Hoppe’s #9 with Nitro- 
benzene began increasing more rapidly 
than the weight loss rate for the bullets 
in the Hoppe’s #9 without Nitrobenzene. 
The total weight loss rate over the 13% 
week period for the bullets in the Hoppe’s 
#9 with Nitrobenzene was 1.09 grains per 
week. The total weight loss of these 
bullets averaged 14.7 grains. The weight 
loss rate of the bullets in the Hoppe’s #9 
without Nitrobenzene was 0.85 grains 
per week. The total weight loss of these 
bullets averaged 11.5 grains. 
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As stated, both solutions performed 
about the same for the first six weeks. 
The bullets in the Hoppe’s #9 with Ni- 
trobenzene lost an average of 0.72 grains 
per week while the bullets in the Hoppe’s 
#9 without Nitrobenzene lost an average 
of 0.70 grains per week. The pronounced 
difference in the two different formula- 
tions of Hoppe’s #9 began after the 
bullets had been in solution for six weeks. 

The small scale test leads me to a two 
part conclusion of the performance of 
Nitrobenzene in Hoppe’s #9. The first 
part of the conclusion is that there is a 
difference in the performance of Hoppe’s 
#9 without Nitrobenzene. The qualifying 
statement that must go with that con- 
clusion is that the difference can only be 
noticed when Hoppe’s is left in the bore 
of a rifle for a very long period of time. 
Here, a long period of time would be a 
period longer than six weeks. From this 
one could conclude that using Hoppe’s 
#9 without Nitrobenzene at matches and 
for rifle cleaning during the summer would 
not impact on rifle bore fouling removal. 
Fouling removal impacts would only be 
noticed when wet layup is done for 
periods longer than six weeks. 

| believe the test that | ranis a good test 
but that it has its limitations. The first 
limitation is that | used only six bullets 
which does not make a statistically 
significant sample. The second limitation 


is that | used whole bullets versus 
jackets. This may impact on the accuracy 
of weight measurement of the samples. 
Therefore | intend to run the test again 
using bullet jackets. | plan to use 50 
jackets in the test to make a more sta- 
tistically significant test. 

In the meantime, those individuals that 
feel they cannot do without the Nitro- 
benzene in Hoppe’s #9 have two al- 
ternatives. The first is to search Sporting 
Goods store shelves and wholesale 
houses for some of the old Hoppe’s. The 
other alternative is to acquire some Ni- 
trobenzene and mix it with the new 
Hoppe’s #9. It is my understanding, 
based on a conversation with people at 
Hoppe’s, that Hoppe’s #9 contains less 
than 2% Nitrobenzene. | do not know how 
much less than 2%. 

| would advise having a contents 
analysis done on the Hoppe’s #9 prior to 
adding any amount of Nitrobenzene to 
the New Hoppe’s #9. Secondly Nitro- 
benzene is a highly volatile material and 
has very undesirable side effects on the 
human body when inhaled or ingested. 
For those desiring to read more about the 
side effects of Nitrobenzene, the No- 
vember 1980 issue of PS contained a 
short article on the subject.
